ON  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the 
Attorney-General  and  under  the  provisions  of 
the  “ Court  Rules  of  Practice  Act  ” and  all  other 
powers  thereunto  enabling,  the  Honourable  the 
Administrator  of  British  Columbia,  by  and  with

1.  During  the  war  no  probate  of  a will  or  letters 
of  administration  of  the  estate  of  any  German, 
Austro-Hungarian,  Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject, 
wherever  resident,  shall  be  granted  in  respect  of 
any  assets  in  this  country  without  the  express 
licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through  the  Minister  of 
Finance. 
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2.  In  all  oases  where  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration are  granted  during  the  war  to  any  person 
entitled  thei-eto,  the  grant  shall  he  made  upon  the 
condition  that  no  portion  of  the  assets  shall  be  dis- 
tributed or  paid  during  the  war  to  any  beneficiary 
or  creditor  who  is  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  lUilgarian  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  Gennany,  Austro-Hungary, 
Turkey,  or  Bulgaria,  of  whatever  nationality,  with- 
out the  express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through 
the  Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution 
or  payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked. 

3.  Any  applicant  for  letters  of  administration  'or 
probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Judge  to  whom  application 
is  made  that  the  person  in  respect  to  whose  estate 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
applied  for  was  not. a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject ; or,  failing  such  evi- 
dence, shall  produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  may  be 
granted.  Such  applicant  shall  also  give  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Registrars  of  the  Courts  may  require 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  assets 
would  in  time  of  peace  be  distributable  or  payable 
to  any  such  subject,  and  if  required  shall  make  a 
statutory  declaration  as  to  the  assets  and  their  dis- 
position in  the  event  of  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration being  granted. 

4.  In  cases  deemed  by  him  proper,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  may  sanction  the  payment  of  moderate 
sums  out  of  assets  to  beneficiaries  or  creditors  who 
are  German,  Austro-Hungarian,  Turkish,  or  Bul- 
garian subjects  resident  in  Canada  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  and  during  the  war. 

And  that  the  Orders  in  Council  herein.  Nos.  741 
and  1201,  be  rescinded.

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  20th  August,  1917, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
has,  under  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  that 
Government  and  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
with  reference  to  the  mineral  lands  in  the  Railway 
Belt,  as  set  out  in  the  Order  In  Council  dated  11th 
February,  1890,  applied  for  a grant  of  the  under- 
mentioned lands,  and  has  complied  Avith  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Order  in  Council  dated  18th  May, 
1899,  by  filing  the  sworn  declarations  of  John 
Vicars  and  Fred  J.  Dawson,  Dominion  Land  Sur- 
veyors, to  the  effect  that  the  lands  in  question  are 
of  no  value  for  agricultural  purposes,  or  for  the 
timber  growing  thereon,  and  has  paid  therefor  at 
the  rate  of  .$1  an  acre,  the  sum  of  iii97.37,  the  said 
lands  being : —

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

AI.L  applications  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
IjCgislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act. 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal.  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Perry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company  ; or  other 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 


the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such  notice  to  be 
published  as  follows  : — • 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  loith  copies  of  the  notices 
puhlished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundi'ed  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  -Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
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when  folded  ineasnriiig  10%  inches  by  TYj  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  mnnber  every  fifth  line 
of  each  pa};c;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  throiiKh  the  JUll,  but  the  lines  of  each 
l)aKe  are  to  bo  nninbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Hill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  IIou.se  Immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Ifill 
dnriiiK  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Pills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Pill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

Py  Pule  H.'{,  a nmdel  form  of  Railway  I>ill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Pills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Pills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  aia;  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  ftlodel  Pill.  * 

The  provisions  containcHl  in  any  Pill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Pill  shall  be  inserted 
bi'tweeu  brackets.
